Speaker Compares Scientific 
Andi PÙIqsbphic View* 
poinïs In Address : 

"Philosophy is the attempt to ar- 
rive at a reasoned view of man's place, 
in thC' universe ànd a reasonable . con< 
ception of the universe itself." This 
was the definition offered by Professor 
McLennan In the course of his address 
on "What is the Nature of Philosophy," 
delivered before the Philosophical So' 
clety in Strathcona Hall last' nights 

The word philosophy means love of 
wisdom, continued i the speaker. It 
has to do With the knowledge of the 
whole world and. our place in it but 
not the sum total of It. In this respect 
it differs fundamentally from science. 
If this distinction did inot exist, the 
Encyclopaedia Britiannica would rank 
as the world's greatest ' philosbphical 
work there would be no .philosophers. 
Philosophies Differ 

It is recognized that everyone's phil 
osophy of life differs hut a common 
factor, underlies; them all. It Is found 
in the perspective or ai)illty to look at 
life as a whole and in the reflection 
upon our experience. 

The history of science is one of 
specialization, various problems, how- 
ever, having been left unsolved -in dif- 
ferent- fields. -These tËeipiffî^pitiër 
attempts to unravel under 'the^^laml 
flcation of metaphysics. PliUdsophy 
finds its special problems in the fields 
of Moralty, Religion; and Esyietlcs, 
Certain problems such as that of 
Goodness, Beauty and Free-will are so 
intricate that they cannot be special- 
ized. 

Key In Experience . 

The key to the problems of Idealism 
Naturalism and Skepticism are to be 
found in the reality of man's sphltual 
experience, in the aiuence of such ex 

tepm&m 'oP^MosopfifêtP^^ 
sion respectlvély. 

. Philosophy can ne\/er have thé 
demonstration of the scientific view 
in as much as itej^nc^dge is frac- 
tionary. It must nem'^Iose sight of 
the principal and aim with which, it 
s|ii1a^ ~nOTi^ g to . find a common 
ijttoe- and - to, p^^^ 
along - whicti human 
The^questlon 



measureTof 

the 'directions 
knowicdge is travelling, 
arises, is this knowledge of direction to 
be found in sclènce or in philosophy. 
It Is by trying to find a reasoned out- 
look iipon the whole rather than the 
part that each can be, in the words 
of Plato, "the spectator of all time 
and existence."

Hedda Gabier ' 

^ORB about that curious woman, Hedda Gabier. 

It, Is perhaps a criterion of the age as well as 
a erlticlsm o( it that audiences who arc maklng^ 
their {Irst acquaintance with the great Ibsen play 
tills week come away puzzled and vaguely, dis- 
satisfied. The play will be better understood ' ind 
appreciated if .several considerations are borne ih 
mtnH. After a preoccupation of many years ol 
serious social drama — the period of "Ghosts." 
"Rcsmeraholm" and "The Wild Duck"— Ibsen turned 
aside for a moment to write "Hedda Gabier," ui 
much the same way as Andre Maurois paused in 
hli\briiltBnt';.biographIcal studies to. give the world 
hia amazing , paychological novel, •'Climats.'-' The 
play is a purely objective analysis of ' an extraordi- 
nary character, and B> such, a masterwork. Unlike 
Rebecca, until now Ibsen's most vital woman. Hedda 
Is drawn In hard and definite lines. There is 
nothing extraordin|U7 i^about her, except that she 
Is revealed mrae {ra^uinnly than most women.' Ib- 



aen hadv na);sympBthy;:^for ^^^ut^ 
less fascinaied^ as his; creau^^tMtC'rabape';^^. 
Archer tells us that fo^ weeks he did not leavffl^ 
studyi That was more than thirty years ago; today 
Hedda is as vital a woman as she was then, and 
the very unpleasant impression she leaves, proves 
how unerring in its essential truth is her portrait. 
Much has been written about her,neurotlcism.- R«- 
member that she was [ a high-lmd|ivainm without 
occupation or interest in life, an^'t|hiaj(^ejiawn^ 
simply because those of her age whip' J^ïn^f!^^ 
considered failures. Naturally she yiùjàcmet'^^iiû- 
peratlon, and seized upon any relief of her tediiuu,— 
first her pistols, then, platonic friendship with 
Judge Brack,.then the^^^idj|^«iire of bringhig 
Lovborg once mbre^Sw^wr^Smiilnatlon. Her 
end is as inevitable as it is dramatic: it is not 
through coiurage that she shoots herself, but through 
a loathing of scandal and sordid intrigue.' How ut- 
terly she is revealed in^er pitiable cry: "Oh, w.'iat 
cUrse is it that m^es. ëverythhig. I touch t<jrn 
ludicrous and mean?" Surely Ibsen wrote at white 
heat durhig this last scene, which has rarely been 
equalled hi its crisp breath-taking tension. 

The MRT production is an ambitious and cour- 
ageous! effwt to recreate this masterpiece. Hltbh- 
Ing one's wagon to à star can often' be a creditable 
business, and here, to paraphracc, " 'Tis better w 
have tried and -missed than nzysr.to liayc tried at 
all." If is effortB^l^f|hlîf|f;;^^ jus- 
tify the name.of liîttïè Iniij^^^^^ the venture 
receives the unstiiited encouragement it deserves, 
much will have been gained.
